RUSSIA GIVES 


WAY IN KOREA 


BUT WILL INSIST ON MAINTAIN. 


ING HER POSITION IN MAN- 


CHURIA. 


CZAR ATTENDS CONFERENCE 


At Which the Answer to the Mikado is 


Prepared—More Diplomacy and 


Less War Talk Now. 


London, Jan 22—The statement 
Is 
published in London 
this 
morning 


(Friday) with an air of authority, to 
the effect that the question of a nou- 
tral zone has disappeared from 
the 


Russo-Japanese negotiations 


Although it is Impossible to confirm 
this statement, it agrees with other 
inspired statements that Russia has 
acquiesced in Japan's views regarding 
the integrity of Korea, and that the 
only trouble now remaining relates to 
Manchuria. 
* 


Dispatches from St Petersburg as- 
sert that Russia's leply to the latest 
Japanese note was drawn up at a. min- 
isterial council held yesterday (Thurs- 
day) 
at which the czar presided. The 


tenor of this reply Is courteous but 
firm and it was approved without a 
dissenting voice by 
the 
ministers. 


Nothing has been given out 
officiary 


concerning this reply but it is under- 
stood, according to messages from St. 
Petersburg, that 
Russia 
maintains 


that Manchuria must remain amenable, 
politically and strategetically, to Rus- 
sian influence concessions made being 
only of a commercial character, 


' Foreign Office Silent. 
St Petersburg, Jan 21—The foreign 


office does not offer any 
Indication 


when the Russian reply to Japan will 
be ready. 


Some of the strongest men In the 


empire are working to secure, a suc- 
cessful termination of the difficulty. 
The Llstok says it expects the crisis 
to end In an 
understanding In the 


form of a treaty supplementary \to the 
Russo-Japanese convention regarding 
Korea. 


The papers are still disposed to seek 
pretexts to attack the actions of the 
United States, considerable ammunition 
being wasted on an alleged decision 
to -send the American Asiatic squadron; 
to Yong-Am-Pho on the Yalu river. 
These papers, however, learned today, 
through the Associated Press, that the 
squadron a destination is Qlonganpo In 
"Siibig Bay, near Manila.

Aire Wavering.

21—The Moscow cor- 


lespondent of the Times says Grand 
Duke Vladimir, commander In chief 
cf the St Petersburg military division, 
and" Grand Duke Serg, military com- 
mander at Moscow, are strongly sup- 
porting Viceroy Alexleff and the czar, 
although anxious to avoid war, is now 
wavering.

Elevator Bear* are Now on the Bull 


Side of the Market. 


Not a few of. the country grain ele- 
vators ' have been • compelled to refuse 
grain Because their houses are 
full 


and the railroad companies cannot fur*- 
nish cars fast enough to get. the grain 
out of the houses. Yesterday 
two 


.country elevator men who happened to 
be In town commented upen the fact 
that while the farmers were making 
desperate efforts to get their corn-into 
the elevators they were compelled to 
sit by and do nothing. Their houses 
were filled and they had no cars to 
load. 


One dealer in speaking of the con- 


ditions said: "There is a general fear 
that all of the grain is'not In good 
condition. The farmers themselves are 
to blame for not a little of that opin- 
ion. 
I noticed in your paper a few 


days ago that some farmer in an inter- 
view told that the grain'would all spoil 
if there were a few days of Warm, 
wet weather. That, he said, applied to 
'the corn in .the elevators as well as 
the corn in the cribs. There were at 
that time several days of warm, wet 
weather and I made it my business to 
go to my elevator and examine the 
corti. I always watch It while It Is In 
the house, but this time I wa's espec- 
ially careful. 
It was just as dry as 


when It went into the house, bf course 
if I had taken, it in when it was mixed 
with fine ice and anoW I would have 
had trouble. There is never a v-~-~ 
that during December, January and 
February there' Is not moist corn. It 
is little worse ihis\year than any oth- 
er year. George Phillips, the Chicago 
man, 
I belieye correctly described the 


situation the other day when he said 
that the crowd that is Bulling the 
market now usually bears it. That is 
the elevator crowd, 
When they are 
bears and there is no contract grain, in 
sight, it Is an easy matter for them to 
run a lot of No. 3 corn through the ele- 
vators and turn it out No. 2, and meet 
alT'of their contracts. 
He,called at- 


tention to the fact that 
while ,thls 


could be done this year^-the same as 
any other year, it would not be done 
because the elevator bears are on the 
bull side this time; I believe that he- 
Is right about it.. There is too much 
difference between thg, cash price and 
the May option,. At the country sta- 
tions we .are ;'|jay.ing 36 cen£s. Yester- 
day May sold at 49J cents and I sup- 
pose that it closed, today at 5ft cents. 
If the May price is right, cash corn 
should be selling now at 41 or 42 cents. 
The other day a man traveling for 
an eastern grain house 
was at /my 


place and I showed him some' samples 
of grain whiqh he was /compelled to 
admit was then good for No. 3. For- 
merly he wds,; in the grain business 
for himself and .he knows what the 
grain la worth! . He adhiitted that ''the 
grain was dry1 Wnd ttiat It should pass 
as No. 3. I put,rlt on the market and'it 
was graded as'No. 4; You know the 
old saying that if .you give a dog a 
bad name.1 Well, that Is the case with 
the corn this yeair.' Some of it of course 
did not mature;and never would grade 
but there is much of, the cry that''is 
merely cry and Is not Justified."

PROTEST ST'ATE TAX RATE 


Governor Yates Insists That It Should 


Be 7 Cents Lower Which Would 


Raiae Plenty of Money. 


LEAVING 
A 
$2,000,000 BALANCE. 


Gov. 
Yates filed his long promised 


protest against the rate fixed by the 
commission recently. 


When the commisHlon met, after the 


beard of equalization had concluded Its 
\\ork, the state auditor and state treas- 
urer maintained that the law governing 
the subjdct was an aibitrary one anrl 
that the commission had no discretion 
in the matter, either to lower or in- 
crease the levy tixed by the gpneral 
assembly. 
Gov. Yates contended that 
because a smaller tax rate woulcl prob- 
ably raise sufficient revenue to meet 
the expenses of the state government, 
the commission should fix a lower rate, 
and he held out for a-45 cent rate in- 
stead of a 52 cent rate as necessary to 
ime.et the requirements of the -legis- 
lative act. 
The auditor and treasurer 


voted together and the late was'fixed 
at the figure required by law. 


In his letter Gov. Yates devotes his 


entire protest to calculations on the 
amount of revenue needed and the per 
cenit necessaty to 
produce the 
re- 


quired amount. 
He figures that a tax 


rate of 45 cents will raise sufficient 
funds to meet the requirements of the 
state governmpnt and lea\e a working 
balance of $2,000,000 in the state trea-i- 
ury, 
sufficient, the governor contends, 


to meet any exigencies that are likely 
to arise.

He 
declared that he did not know how it 
wa,) that the road had been kept open 
and sojcl that comparison of the service 
on the Intetuiban and on the steam 
roads did not occur to him until af- 
terwards. 


What he has noticed on the, Interur- 
bans into Muncie he has seen repeated 
on all of the electric lines in Ohio and 
Indiana. He insists that while

steam roads will not or do not admit 
it, it is true that the interurbans have

The Water Irt the Sangamon River 


Raised Six Feat In Twenty- 


Four Hours., 


THE 
ICE 
HAS 
DISAPPEARED. 


And the Harveat la Probably Ended 


For the Season, 


The Sangamoxii river is booming, but 


possibly the greatest rush is at an end. 
For the twenty-rfour hours ended last 
night at 6 o'clock the water had risen 
six feet, was out of the banks and 
spreading over the bottom lands. 
As 


the area to be covered increases the 
rise will be less rapid. 


All of the Ice has gone from the 


stream and there must be cold weather 
indeed to foim ice again this season 
that will be fit to harvest. While it 
is true that ^PB several years Iho cold- 
est weather his been the latter part 
of January antt the first of February, 
when the ice formed in other seasons 
the stage of water was not so high as 
at present. 


The ground was frozen when the rain 


began and in addition to the rainfall 
there was all of the %vater from the 
snow and ice-which covered the earth. 
There was no chance for the water to 
soak into the ground and It went to 
the river with a rush. 
The weather 


had not been warm enough to soften 
the Ice and the cakes were so large 
that a gorge was soon formed at the 
Illinois Central bridge. That piled the 
Ice five or six feet high and assisted 
in making the water back over the 
low lands east of that point. 
Late 


in the afternoon tne gorge brqke and 
went without doing any damage. 


D. A. Maffit said last night that he 


had secured about 6,000 tons of ice and 
that he had been fortunate In getting 
It away and covered In fine shape. 
The ice harvested this season has 
been of a fine quality. 


Mr. Maffit in all probabiflty has not 


enough for his 'trade for an ordinary 
season, but he says that it Is not 
Ikely that his store will be exhausted 
before September unless the heated 
erm is unusually- severe.

Road Was a Failure. 


The first suit against the Jackson- 


ville City Rc.llway brought by Repre- 
sentative William Lurton through third 
parties' to compel the stieet .railway 
Company to completely i-lose ttje VIMLI- 
bules, on the street cars, was de- 
cided In Justice Gray's court In favor 
of the railway company. 


Mr. Lurton, acting «>n Information 
obtained from the 
attorney general, 


that the provision of his law pnssel by 
the last legislature, carried with' It tin 
condition that rill vestibules should If 
completely enclosed., secured witnesses 
here to aid .State's Attorney Smi'h to 
bring action against the compaii? for 
the Violation of this law. 


The railway company offered sever- 


al witnesses, conductors and motormen 
on the <-nrs, who swore they .were pro- 
tected from the weather. 


The vestibules on the cars are not 
enclosed on the sides and on this'point 
the prosecution based Its argumen , 
claiming that the law as now on the 
statute books calls for a complete en- 
closure. Throe more cases are yet to 
toe declied, each case being filed with 
a different justice of the peace. Rep. 
resentatlve Lurton says'he wID'hiva 
the constitutionality of this law tested 
in the supreme courts.
